REPORT ON THE YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


The Public Debt Statement—Bayard Not to 
Resign—Another Public Land Bill— 
National Capital Notes 


Assocrated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Wasnrnetox, Feb. 1.—Senator Van 
Wyck introduced a bill to-day designed 
to prevent the rulings of the Commis- 
sioner of the Genera! Land Office from 
having a retroactive effect. It provides 
that any entry heretofore made under 
the land laws of the United States and 
in conformity with the rules, regulations 
and decisions of the General Land Office 
at the time the entry was made, shal! 
precede the patent notwithstanding any 
subsequent renewal of the modifications 
of such rules, regulations and decisions. 
Provided, however, that the entry 
shall have been made in good faith and 
that no charges of fraud shall have 
been brought in connection with it. 

THE YELLOWSTONE PARK, 

The Secretary of the Interior mare 
transmitted to the Senate the report of 
Mr. W. Liallett Phillips, special agent 
to inquire into the condition of the 
Yellowstone National Park. Ia view of 
the fact that there is no weli-defined 
legal anthority in the park, he recom- 
mends the appointment of two Ouom- 
missioners to administer justice within 
the park in cases not involving misde- 
meanor, with somewhat of the eame 
authority as was conferred upon the 

ommissioners in Alaska. Attention is 
called to the open violation of the 
regulation prohibiting the sale of intox- 
icating liquors within the park. He is 
decidedly opposed to allowing a railroad 
to enter the park as destructive to its 
beauty, and not called for by the public.

It was explained that 
the bill now pending before the com- 
mittee and upon which a favorable re- 
port bas been ordered, contemplates 
extending. the eight-hour law to the 
ciyil service, and would include letter 
carriers. 


THE VIRGINIA COUPON CASES. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day, in the Virginia coupon 
cases, reversed the decision of the Court 
of Appeals of Virginia, and denied that 
the tender of eoupons in payment of 
taxes is legal. 

NO BESIGNATION FROM BAYARD. 

The President this morning said he 
bad heard nothing of Bayard's reported 
intention of resigning, and shouid bis 
resignation be offered he would be most 
strongly urged by Cleveland and the 
whole Cabinet to withdraw it. It is 
said, however, that Bayard bad the 
matter under consideration before his 
wife's death.

Another short debate ensued over 
this get by the course of which Mr, 
Raudall said ‘that, while he did not 
believe thet the House had anything 
to do with the subject matter as pre- 
sented, he was opposed to throwing 
any obstacle in the way of the fullest

tates. After alittle more wrangling on

ered. Mr. Beach showed a disposition te 
object, but was prevailed upon by Mr.

The California Senator Voices 
His Views 


ON RAILWAYS, POLYGAMY AND SILVER. 


Mormonism to Die a Natural Death—- More 
Silver Needed in the Standard 
Dollar. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Cincrxwatt, Feb. 1.—A local paper 
has a long and interesting interview with 
Leland Stanford, under a Washington 
date, in which facta about the Pacific 
railways and the Pacific slope are dis- 
cussed. In answer to a question as to 
whether the building of several rail- 
roads to the Pacific ocean affected the 
Central Pacific passenger and general 
transcontinental b , the ex- 


Central Pacific has ome the Cali- 
fornia railway for the utle. For a 
while we did have pretty much the 
whole business across the country. All 
was subject, however, to the competition 
of the steamship by Panama. 
‘ow there are to the Pacific ocean the 
Southern Pacific, Atlantic and Pacific, 
Nortbera Pacific and Canadian Pacific. 
There are at least four other ruilroads 
dividing the business. The Atlantic 
and Pacific bas its agents in San Fran- 
cisco soliciting through business on the 


same terms with» ourselves. Take 
a._train to or from Oalifor- 
bia, and you will pt 


to find a good many empty seats, while 
some years ago the trains ran evenly 
full.’ 

The reporter asked: ‘'Mr. Stanford, 
what is your idea about the Mormon 
question ?”’ 

‘*The Mormons have served us their 
full purpose in this country, and they 
have their virtues. I had a talk with 
Jobn Taylor, their president, and some 
of their leading men not long ago, and. 
I told them they would have to get rid 
of polygamy, that it was against. 
the prejadices of our people, and their 
example and they must stop the prac- 
tice lest some injury overtake them 
The Edmunds bill bears bard upon |, 
families which have existed in the past. 
llere isa Mormon with two or three 
families, and he minst go to jail if he 


ives in polygamy, whereas the 
public opinion of his own coun- 
try considers him a coward if 


he abandons either of his families. 
I do not think they are making polyga- 
mous marriages out there, and there 
should have been consideration made 
for old fa:nilies already established, but 
this matter becomes largest “at a dis-~ 
tapce. In my opinion polygamy will 
die out if left to natural causes. 
Concerning the silver question, Mr. 
Stanford said: ‘In California we prob- 
ably find more than 25,000 persons 
evgaged in’ mining, and that is a larger 
proportion, than anywhere west of the 
ky Mountains, possibly excepting 
Utah. Hence the mining interest is 
important to be supported. That is 
why, upon the silver question, I am 
for the continued coinage of silver. 
There is sufficient reason 
economy to discontinne it at 
the expense of the industry engaged in 
it. In the Pacific States we maintained 
gold and silver as our currency during 
the wer, but if we bad undertaken to 
demonetize silver at the expense of gold 
public tradition would have repudiated 
us. We manufactured, in the rest of 
the country, paper and put the govern- 
ment stamp on it,’ and it 
sunk in value until it was 
not worth half the promise on its face. 
{silver was depreciated twenty per 
cent. it still should bave amuch greater 
buying power than the greenbacks gave 
Therefore, I say, that if you coin 
silver and let it remain among the peo- 
ple of your country as it generally will, 
you are provided im time of panic or 
battle with a money that will not de- 
preciate beyond a certain point.’’ 
‘Should not there be more grains 
put in our silver coins if they seem to 
bave depreciated?’’ 
“Yes; there ought to be enough more 
grains putin to diminish the tendency 
of exchanges to make a profit by buying 
silver at one price and putting it to the 
people at another.’ 
Referring to nava! matters, Mr. Stan- 
ford aaid: ‘*There is a single vessel in 
the Pacific ocean, the Esmeralda, be- 
longing to Ohili, which could stand 
outside of San Franciaco at the Sea). 
Rocks, and force the city to be eurren- 
dered. It seems to me to be most unwise 
for our people to lay themselves open 
to such contingencies when very small 
amounts of money would supply us 
with sbips to protect these large ports. 
The United States now furnishes the 
easiest prize and the richest ever offered 


to war in the capture of such 
cities as New York, w Orleans, 
and San Francisco. It most aston- 


ishing tha€we hesitate on questions of 
that kind while we are supplying multi- 

tudes of towns with public buildings 
which cost Telatively as much as ships 
of war.’

It has 
just shown by the occurrence of a 
damaging wind at Ean Francisco that it 
may be doubtful whether Oranges will 
ever become a staple as far north 
as Shasta, bat there is no reason 
why they should not in Sacramento, 
Yolo, Yuba, Placer, Colusa, Tehama, 
Eldorado, Nevada, Amador and Cala- 
veras counties. Just now the people 
of the Sacramento valley and the foot- 
uills are bugging themselves over the 
discovery that they occupy the same 
belt which includes the great citrus re- 
gion of the world. Presently they will 
face the practical considerations in- 
volved, and will niore carefally weigh 
the facts which make against them. It 
is probable there will be a tendency of 
capital towards the northern coun- 
ties for investment in_ citrus 
culture, although the southern 
counties are not yet half developed.
